The amended basic CSF and label referred to above, submitted in connection with registration
under the Federal Insecticide, Fungicide and Rodenticide Act, as amended, to provide a revised
basic CSF dated 12/20/2013, and a revised label which changes the Signal Word to “DANGER” -
based on a new reviewed eye acute toxicity study. (MRID 49281001) and the revised basic CSF,
and makes changes to the PPE, seed bag tag wording, and container handling sections, is
acceptable. Per your request, this revised basic CSF'replaces the basic CSF dated 6/13/2008 and
all alternate CSFs.

A stamped copy of the accepted labeling (your version 7/22/14) is enclosed for your records.
This labeling supersedes all previously accepted labeling. Because of the Signal Word change,
this revised label must be on all product containers released for shipment which use the CSF
